2. Claims 30-53 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record, JP'366 fails to teach each and every limitation of the instant 
invention. Specifically, fails to teach or reasonably suggest the claimed downwardly 
widening gap arranged at an acute angle of between 0.5 and 4.0 formed between the 
flat surfaces of the nozzle body and the guide plate of a nozzle assembly as claimed 
(see claim 30).
